Although I want to take nothing away from 
these youth championships, it’s time they 
were put into their proper perspective. 

Our youngsters are going to get the fright of 
their lives when they meet the foreign teams, 
whose players have ajl come through the hard 
professional school. 

At present our young players are being 
pampered by some officials who do not know 
the meaning of professional football. 

This makes it hard for the club coaches and 
national coach Rudi Gutendorf when these 
youngsters are made to toe the line. 

It's time they were made to realise that 
being a young player does not give anyone the 
divine right of a first team place. 

This has got to be earned by performance. 

And if-our youngsters are going to do well in 
the World Youth Championships next year, it 
will be by hard work and endeavour — not 
pampering. 

Believe me, I’m all for giving youth a go 
and I believe that soccer Is a young man’s 
game. 

However by the same token, this must be 
done in a professional manner and the pampe- 
ring must stop immediately.

BRAZIL has ap- 
pointed Tele Santa- 
na, coach of the 
Palmieras club of Sao 
Paulo, as full-time 
manager of the 
national team to re- 
Place Claudio 
Coutinho who coach- 
ed the last World Cup 
squad. 


Santana, 48, has a flair for 
developing stars and is well 
known for his attacking style

Santana, has considerable 
experience.

He also 
played for Vasco da Gama and 
Guarani.

Tele Santana started as a 
coach in 1967, with the Flumi- 
nense Under-15 team.

Neumann said American parents had become increasingly dis- 
enchanted with grid iron football because of the heavy physical 
toll it took on its players and more and more of them were encour- 
aging their sons — and daughters — to play soccer. 

“The growth since 1970 has been astounding” said Neumann.

Trend is hack to 


Ramsey's 4-4-2 


The recent annihilation of West Adelaide by 
Sydney City highlighted a new trend In Aus- 
tralian soccer, imported from England. 

This is the move to a playing formation of 4-4-2. | 


This formation is the one 
used by super team Liverpool 
and being copied by numerous 
other English teams, including 
second-placed First Division 
side, Manchester United. 

This formation first emer- 
ged in 1966 when Sir Alf Ram- 
sey's so-called ‘‘wingless won- 
ders'’ won the World Cup for 
England at Wembley. 


Many English teams, pre- 
dictably, followed sult, which 
caused a decline of wingers in 
England and brought an outcry 
that the Ramsey system was 
defensive ‘‘anti-soccer’’. 


Most teams then reverted to 
the system, using three men 
up front, sometimes with two 
wingers, sometimes with only 
one, and sometimes with three 
roving strikers, none of whom 
really could be classed as a 
winger. 


But with the success of Liv- 
erpool, more and more teams 
are using the 4-4-2 formation. 

As I sat in the granstand at 
Marks Field, Sydney, watch- 
ing an inept West Adelaide 
defence aiding the gifted City 
to tear them apart, I heard one’ 
fan say that this was the 
“‘new"’ soccer. 

“T saw it in England. You 
don’t need wingers, it’s the 
new soccer. Chaldi wouldn't 
know what it is about,’’ the 
fellows said. 

I looked at my neighbour — 
“New? I saw it in England 14 
years ago,” I said. 

On the same day that City 
was blasting in its seven goals, 
a little way off, at Lambert 
Park, Heidelberg United, 
using a similar formation with 
Paton and Cole up front, was 
putting five goals past APIA‘s 
Greg Woodhouse.

Who said playing with two 
men up front is defensive? 


Of course it isn’t. 


Modern soccer is about ALL 
players defending and ALL 
players attacking, just as they 
do in basketball. 


The 4-4-2 formation does not 
guarantee success, any more 
than does the 3-4-3 formation 
that can be used to oppose it. 


These are the formations 
used respectively by Norwich 
and NSW (under Rudi Gut- 
endorf} when NSW had its 
memorable victory against the 
tourists last year. 


Formations and styles of 

play will vary but the No. I 
factor in winning games is the 
players. 
It was terrible defence by 
west Adelaide players not to 
provide themselves with cover 
against such a good attacking 
tearm as Sydney City. 

On the other hand, the bril- 
liant turn to beat a defender by 
Boden and his delicate ae 
the feet of his dual 
mate, Terry Smith, is some- 
thing that has nothing to do | 
with formation. 


It has to do with skill, polish- 
ed by years of practise and ex- 
perience. 


The chip was so good and 
left Smith so close to goal with 
so much room, that he was 
able to miskick his shot and 
still score. 


Success is usually mimicked 
and it is likely that more Aus- 
‘tralian teams will the 
4-4-2 formation in coming 
weeks, if only because it ls one 
way to combat it. 










The second Kiwi to join 
Brisbane Lions this season, 
Johan Verweij celebrated his 
first game in the PSL with a 
goal and a display that indic- 
ates he may well develop as 
one of the Jeading strikers in 
the National League. 


Born in Christchurch of Dutch parents, 
Verweij represented the South Island at 
school level before joining Christ- 
church United as a 16-year-old. 

In his first year with the club he not only 
made his debut with their Rothman’s 
National League team but was a member 
of United's junior team which won the 
National Youth Cup. 

Despite being unable to gain a regular 
place in Christchurch’s star-studded first 
team, Verweij was chosen for the New 
Zealand team which won the Oceania 
Youth Tournemant tin Tahiti. 

The gangling striker still played reserve 
team football in 1975 but his ability did not 
go unnoticed and he was called up for 
Bational under-2! selection. 

Desperate to play in the national league, . 
a move across the city to New Brighton 
followed. Initially this proved successful 
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While the Australian press 
was devoting many column 
inches to Richard Wilson, 
Johan Verweij, Duncan Cole 
and their contract difficulties, 
another Kiwi slipped into PSL 
action virtually unnoticed. 


Brisbane Lion Mark McNaughton quick- 
ly has established himself as one of the 
season’s most exciting newcomers and 
looks likely to realise the promise which, 
for the most part, was disappointingly un- 
tapped in New Zealand. 

McNaughton was something of a child 
prodigy, appearing for the South Island 
under 12 team in 1967 and representing the 
Island at subsequent age group levels 
right through to 1972. 

He joined his home town club, Christ- 
church United, straight from school and 
was a member of the team which won the 
1973 National Youth Cup. His debut in the 
Rothmans’ National League came in the 
same year. 

The following season saw McNaughton 
as a permanent fixture on United's substi- 
tute bench, coming on as replacement in 
eight games, starting in none. 

Naturally discontent at such inactivity, 
a further National Youth Cup winners’ 
medal was inadequate compensation. Al- 
though contemplating a move, he was per- 
suaded to say with Christchurch and was 
rewarded with league championship and

Displaying great skill and enterprise 
Verweij gained recognition as a striker of 
vast potential, desptie being handicapped 
by lack of stamina common for players of 
Verweij’s age and physique. 

With Verweij surprisingly pushed back 
into midfield, New Brighton endured a 
horrific season during 1978 which ended 
with their relegation. 

Carefully appraising his career he, 
along with friend and New Brighton team- 
mate Richard Wilson, decided to travel 
overseas in order to gain valuable ex- 
perience. 

The pair spent a year with top Dutch 
club Feyenoord during which they learnt 

more than they probably would absorb ina 
lifetime in New Zealand.

Coming on as substitute in extra time, 
McNaughton scored the goal which 
clinched an exciting New Zealand Cup 
final win over Blockhouse Bay, after the 
Cantabrians had been two goals down. 


Now gaining the attention of the nation- 
al selectors, he was chosen for the under- 
21 team which beat Indonesia 3-1. 

Also included in the young Kiwis’ line up 
were three other names familiar to Aus- 
tralian soccer fans — Richard Wilson, 
Glenn Dodds and Johan Verweij. 


Now renamed Trans Tours United after 
a sponsorship deal, it included him only 
spasmodically in its line-up during 1978. 

On one of the rare occasions he was re- 
quired to play a full 99 minutes, United 
gained its third successive Cup final 
success with a 40 eclipse of Eastern Sub- 
urbs, McNaughton netting the third goal. 

Interestingly three other members of 
the Canterbury club’s victorious team are 
now playing in the PSL — Phil Dando and 
Roy Drinkwater of Newcastle KB United 
and Bill Amey of Blacktown City. A 
fourth, Ian Park, appeared for Brisbane 
Lions in 1977. 

McNaughton was now a permanent fix- 
ture in the under-21 line-up and in 1977 
was, at last, able to establish himself in 
TTU’s first team. 

The stocky striker played for a full 90 
minutes in al] 22 league games and fin- 
ished the season as leading goalscorer. 


Returning to New Zealand far wiser and 
much stronger, Verweij rejoined his origi- 
nal club now basking in the title of Trans 
Tours United and quickly established him- 
self as the leading young striker in the 
country. 

A superb display against Australia 
clinched his place in New Zealand's squad 
for its world tour last year. 

Verweij was an ou success, 
particularly in the British pertion of the 
tour, during which both he and Richard 
Wilson were invited to join English Second 
Division club Chariton Ahtiletic. 

Athletic’s manager, Andy Nelson, en- 
visaged Verweij as a replacement for 
England “B” striker Mike Flanagan who 
a few months earlier had joined Crystal 
Palace for $1,300,000. 

Realising that a career in England 
would jeopardise his chances of appearing 
for New Zealand in the World Cup, Ver- 
weij declined and instead signed for Bris- 
bane Lions. 

At 6’4” tall, Verweij, not surprisingly is 
very powerful in the air, but also ex- 
tremely mobile on the ground and should 
form a perfect foil for his nuggetty fellow 
countryman Mark McNaughton. 


Should Verweij maintain his form, the 
Lions attack will certainly roar this sea- 


class 


Nominated as Player of the Year, 
McNaughton now seemed on the verge of 
full international honors. Unfortunately it 
was not to be. 

Injuries, Joss of form and a change of 
coach at TTU marred’a season in which 
the Christchurch club gained yet another 
league championship. 

Before these traumas however 
McNaughton had the honour of playing a 
significant role in TTUs 2-2 draw with 
England ‘“‘B’’ — the best result yet 
achieved by a New Zealand club side 
against overseas opposition. 

Determined now more than ever to 
move away from TTU he sacrificed a lucr- 
ative job working at a Trans Tours owned 
hotel to join Nelson United. 

Homely little Nelson, a provincial club 
with limited potential, was coached by 
Doug Moore who had gained McNaugh- 
ton’s admiration while in charge of the 
national under-2] combination. ; 

The decision proved a mistake. Nelson 
languished in mid-table and, surrounded 
by mediocre players, McNaughton suffer- 
ed a frustrating season. 

Moore, who once was on the short list to 
coach the now defunct Sydney Western 
Suburbs, was lured away to an Auckland 
club, teaving his striker disillusioned and 
disheartened. 

Realising that New Zealand offered 
little opportunity for him to fulfil his 
obvious potential, McNaughton was de- 
lighted to be given the opportunity to fur- 
ther his career in Brisbane. 





For the next three years, 
Canon will be the exclusive of- 
ficial camera, copier, and cal- 
culator of the world’s top 
soccer events.

If you want to know how good Paul Tombides is, just 
ask Bobby Chariton. 


The former England and 
Manchester United Star, who 
was guest player with Azzurri, 


was as helpless as his team 


mates as Tombides drove 
home two goals against them 
in the .Western Australian 
Solahart Cup. 


With Tombides leading the 
attack, Kingsway Olympic 
beat Charlton's Azzurri 4-1. 


Olympic went on to win the 
Cup unbeaten and Tombides 
became top scorer of the 
series (formerly the Ampol 
Cup), with 12 goals in nine 
games. 

He scored in every match

It was the beginning of what 
should be a great year for 
Tombides, who turns 19 on 
April 22. 

He will tour Europe with the 
Australian about 
November, and he hopes on

Tombides joined Kingsway 
Olympic ‘in 1969 and played 
centre half for the under 10 
team in his first season, before 
being converted into a for- 
ward. 

His best goalscoring season 
was 1974, when he hit 56 goals 
for the Olympic under 14s. 

He developed so quickly that 
he was promoted to the senior 
team at the age of 16.

” Western Australia also won 
the national under 14 title, 
with Paul] the overall top 
scorer, but the State had Jess 
luck last year when it finished 
runner up to Victoria in the 
national youth championships 
in Melbourne. 


Former national coach Joe 
Vlasits recommended Tom- 
bidés to Rudi Gutendorf who 
was putting together a squad 
for the World Youth 
Championship qualifying 
matches in late 1978. 


Paul played trial matches 
against Vardar Skoplje and

MONEY MAGIC

This week I'll begin by asking a question: What do the 


following games for this Saturday have in common; Bolton 
v Stoke, Cambridge v Burnley, Cardiff v West Ham, Wrex- 
ham v Leicester, Brentford v Carlisle, Plymouth v Sheffield 
United and Walsall v Bradford City? 


It’s not an easy question unless you 
have an extraordinary memory OF a 
record book, so I'll explain. 

This week marks the second occasion 
in seven years that these clubs will face 
each other in league fmatches on these 
grounds. What makes it more inter- 
esting is that in the first encounters 
during this time span, all the matches 
were drawn. : 

While I've never looked to the stars 
for inspiration when forecasting soccer 
matches, I’m not one for letting 
coincidences pass by without notice so I 
have included the seven games in this 
week’s score draw selections. 


As I mentioned last week, the . 


matches are a little unpredictable at the 
back end of the season, so I've turned to 
the record book to try to throw a little 
fight on some of this week’s games. 

In the English Frist Division we 
should see Liverpool beating Arsenal. 

On current form the champions look 
good enough to take both points and the 
records show that on the previous three 

‘occasions when these clubs met at An- 
field the results were: 3-0, }-0, 2-0. 

With this year’s championship almost 
under its belt, I believe Liverpool will 
make it four home wins in a row against 
Arsenal. 

Manchester City has a similar record 
against Bristol City and although the 
Manchester club has had as bad run of 
late I think it will prove too strong for 
the lowly Bristol side. 

Strictly on form, Tottenham should 
beat Everton but note that the away club 
has an impressive record in recent years 
at the Spurs ground. 


The previous five matches between 
these clubs at Tottenham ended in: 1-1, 
3-3, 2-2, 1-1 and 0-2. 


This game could be well worth in- 
cluding in your selections. So too could 
the game between West Brom and 
Walves. There’s nothing much dividing 
them on recent form — it's a Midland 
derby where both teams should be well 
supported, and their last two matches on 
this ground ended 1-1 and 2-2. 


In the Second Division there’s a 
London derby in which Charlton takes on 
Q-P.R. The visitors are by far the 
stronger outfit, but an all-London game 
is always worth taking as a score draw. 


There were 10 score draws and four scoreless draws inthe 55 match 


If ever a soccer match looked like a 
cormiaty for the home side, then this 
week's foregone conclusion would have 
to be Chesterfield against Bury in the 
Third Division, 

Apart from its Jowly position in the 
ladder, Bury has a poor record on the 
Chesterfield ground in recent times. In 
Bury’s previous five games at 
Chesterfield the scores stand at: 2-1, 2-1, 
7-0, 3-2, 2-0. I'll venture to stick my neck 
out by saying, you can ignore this match 
with impunity. 

It’s not unusual to see two or three 
score draws falling in consecutive order 
and this week I’ve devised a simple plan 
that suggests taking groups of three con- 
secutive matches. Next week I'll be 
showing an extension to this week’s plan 
that might appeal to the larger syndica- 
tes. 

My planned entry for this week covers 
23 matches. If you would like to try this 
bet I have left a blank line in the 
diagram for your selections. It involves 
five entries of system 11 and at 50 cents 
each the investment is $2.50. 

Choose eight best selections and, 
reading from left to right, put them in 
the first eight spaces in the diagram. 

Take a further five groups of three 
consecutive games and enter each group 
in consecutive order as shown in the 
diagram 

When you have entered all your 
matches on the blank line use the corres- 
ponding X’s as you transfer your match 
numbers on to the entry forms. This is 
one of the most straightforward ways of 
making a planned investment and it is 
not essential to fill in the blank line 
before making your entry.
